Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 
about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 
is not in the English language: 

Chinese Patent Application No. 2461 1 18Y discloses: The present utility model is related 
to an improved structure of a flexible flat cable, which at least includes electric cables wires, 
filler wires and insulator material. The electric cables are tightly wound around the filler wires. 
The external of the electric cable wires are wrapped with insulator material. Since the novel 
cable of the present utility model is made of highly tensile material, the flexible flat cable is not 
subject to fi-acture while keeping signal communication well at any time. Further, the tightly 
winding (or wringing) of the electric cable wires aroimd the filler wires unifies the pitches so as 
to stabilize the signal transmission.
